OF course both settlers and team- 
aters should provide themselves with arms, 
Bit they had not done so, and since the com. 
Mencement of the trouble could not do eo, 
It is surely to the government's interest that 
settlers and teamsters and every one should

selves as possible. The better able they are 
to protect themselves the less tax they will 
be on the protecting power of the troops.

ON Tuesday night last a man named St. 
Germain, a Red River half-breed, who has 
been residing for some time at Battle river 
settlement, was arrested on suspicion of be- 
ine an emissary of Riecl's. He had arrived 
that evening, and hie horse and buckboard 
were still on the south side of the river. He 
was iound in a tent by Adjutant Constan- 
tine. He failed to give a straight account of 
himself, but disclaimed any connection with 
Riel. Me was held in custody all Wednes- 
day and Wednesday night without anything 
incriminating being found with bim, On 
Wednesday afternoon a rumor became cur- 
rent that he was to be shot at day-break on 
Thursday morning, This came to his ears, and 
in the morning he made a confession admit- 
ting himself to be an emissary of Riel, and 
implicating other parties resident in the 
neighborhood, On the strenvth of this L. 
Gurncau was arrested, and after an exami- 
nation by the officers, both men were held 
for trial before Judge Roleau. They were 
taken to Ft, Saskatchewan on the flatboats on 
Thursday afternoon. 


A LETTER received here from H. 8. Young, 
in charge of the H. B. store at Lar la Biche, 
dated May 4th, cays thaton Mr. Young's ar- 
rival there from Edmonton he found that the 
place had been raided by the Indians of Ka- 
qua-nuin’s Beaver lake band, incited by ten 
of Big Bear's scouts, The store had been 
left in charge of Pat Pruden, who stood the 
Indiand off as well as he could, but they 
cleared everything out, including about 
$18.000 worth of fur, a great deal of which 
was destroyed, Biv Bear's men had orders 
to kill Mr Young bad he heen there, as he, 
With Peter Erasmus, was blamed for having 
kept Pakan from joining Big Bear. Mr. 
Youny asks for military protection, as Big 
Bear's men said they were coming back in 
stronger force to raid the whole settlement 
and killevery one who would not jor: them, 
The Beaver lake Indians are very penitent 
and express great regret for what they have 
done, fearing that they will be punished.

Since the commencement of the North- 
West rebellion there has been an ur fortunate 
tendancy on the part of the eovernment and 
its officials to belittle its importance, anda 
desire to refrain from *perding the cents at 
the besinning which would have saved the 
dotiara inthe end. It nest be clear by this 
time, however, that no matierhow much the 
yoverliment or its officials tay wish to ignore 
the trouble that that course will not cause it 
tocease, On tive contrary the longer this is 
continued the more the trouble will spread, 
wd the greater will be the difficulty and 
cost of putting an end to it. The pronmpti- 
| ude with which 
| from the east in the early steges of the out- 
| break was most comm ss, 
| was a great surprise to thi 


iabie, and wo dcubt 
rebel party, who 


own hands vitil vavigation opencd on lak 
Superior, By that time they would have 
secured control of the whole Saskatchewan 
country, and could use it as a base of opera- 
lions where they could keep their familics 
safely, and were their friends from the 
States could rally.

But there is a vast difference between 
marching toa fixed point over a travelled 
road, and marching after a moving camp of 
Indians across Country, If the Indians Were 
on foot, as they are far more ased to travel 
‘ing than the volunteers, the latter could not 
hope to overtake them, but when the Indians 
} are mounted as they are, with the horses 
| which they have stolen, infantry are practi 
cally useless in the fleld ayainst then, Being 
lable to move so much more quickly 
than the troops they can give battle or not 
is they 


please, Choosing their own course 
j ond their own grounds there by always throw 
| Ne the necessity of attack ipon the volun 
| teers, and being able to ninke a safe retreat 
if defeated, Besides, all the time thes are in 
a position to brenk lines of conimunieation 
eut off stragglers or small parties, and ip 
everything take the best end of the filehting 
If any person in the government or out of i 
}has had an idea that the Indians will nol 
improve every advantage of whieh they an 
| possessed, the lists of killed and y ounded in 
| the encounters that have taken place should 
| disabuse his mind of it. What the Indians 
lack in skill or gene wlship wil he supplied 
| by recruits in their ranks Of other classes 
| from both sides of the line, The « Xperience 
gained by them in fighting United States 
| ‘roops w.il be turned to good acex unt, and

Let 
them be monnted, armed and equipped with 
the best horses, gad - los and rifles that money 
can buy, let them be placed under command 
of Col. MacLeod, Major Walsh, or some other 
man who hes had experience in the Noith- 
West, and in whom his men would have full 
confidence, Let trem have a few mountain 
hdwitzers and vatlings, enlist three or four 
hundred fvoquois to root Big Bear and his 
wang out of the woods, and with these and 
the worrisons now in the ecuntry it would 
nol take many months, or, what is of more 
importanee, many lives, to settle the Indian 
qnestion permanently and satistactorily, and 
ata far less cost than it can ever be done by 
the present method,

THE RED COATS.

The third detachment of troops arrived , 


from © ¥ on Sunday afternoon last, aud 
camped below the fort. They comprised 
Nos. 1, 2, 3and 5 companies of the Winni- 

Light Infantry, 160 men, 50 men of the 
Riverta Mounted Kifles, and 72 transport 
wagons and carts, The Light Intantry were 
accompanied by their fife and drum band. 
A large number of the residents of Edmon- 


ton met them at the river bank, and cheered | 


them heartily, The force lett Calgary about 
3p. m., on Toursday, April 29th, and reached 
Red Deer on the Sunday following at 8a, tn. 
Finished crossing the Red Deer at 2 p.m, 
Tuesday the @th, having been delayed by re- 
pairing the scow. Tne march was com- 
menced at 6 o'clock every morning anda 
fraction over 20 smiles a day covered. The 
men arrived in good health and spirits, “The 
mounted men complained seriously of their 
saddles, many of whicn were broken and 
rendered useless on the march in. The force 
was under command of Lieut.-Colonel Os- 
horne Sinith, who is also Lieut.-Colonel of 
the Light Infantry. The mounted men were 
under Major Hatton and the transport 
service under Capt. Haniiton, transport and 
supply ofcer to Gen, Stranze’s brigade.
